| chaſed & raiſed letters of Comprifing,& all who have raiſed letters of Horning and[nhibition; 
| And generally all who have raiſed [etters and Summonds of all-ſorts in our faid late Soveraign 
Lords name, either before his death, or ſince his death; and before the date hereof, may ſuffer 
prejudice intheir juſt rights and diligence by the ſaid unexpected and ſudden death of the Kings 
Majeſty, in whoſe Name and - Authority the faids Brieves, Commiſſions , Preſentations, 
\Preceps, Hornings , Inhibitions, Letters and Summonds of all forts, were raiſed, and impe- 
trate, or otherwayes may be put to unneceſſary charges in receiving ofthe ſaids Brieves, Com- 
miſſions,and other V Vrits aforeſaid ; and diligence uſed thereupon. And the ſaid Eſtates of

Therefore the faids Eſtates of Parliament declares, That 
t was, is, and ſhall be lawfull to the Leiges and Subjects of this Kingdom , to proceed in the 
execution of all Brieves and Letters of compriſings raiſed and impetrate by them before the 
dac hereof; and to deduce the ſervices to follow upon the ſaids Brieves and Commiſſions, and 
rcproſecute the Proceſle of compriſings upon the faidsIetters; and to execute and uſe the fore- 
Fids Commiſſions, Preſentations, Precepts Hornings, Inhibitions, Letters,and Summonids of - 
al forts above mentioned , woe Fr Ha of the death of our ſaid Soveraign Lord: And that 
\tis and ſhall be lawfull to all Iudges, Members of Court, Inqueſts, and all other parties intereſt 
| the foreſaids V V rits, particularly and generally above mentioned. To proceed inthe execu- 
ton thereof, as they might have done before the death of our ſaid late Soveraign [,prd, Not- 
yithſtanding that his Majeſty be now deceaſt, likeas the ſaids Eſtates of Parliament by thir 
preſents diſpenſe with the not-receiving of the foreſaids V Vrits above ſpecified, and either 
pfthem, And ordains thir preſents to be ane ſufficient VVarrant to all perſons concerned here- 
n, totheeffect above ſpecified. It is alwayes pravided that this preſent Act ſhall not beexten- 
Jed to any Commiſſions of publik truſt granted to any perſons who by the Act of Claſſe made 
n this preſent Parliament of the date of the 23. of Fanuary laſt, are debarred and ſecluded from - 
publick truſt. And ordains the ſame to be publiſhed at the Mercat Crofle of Edinburgh, and 
hereafter to be Printeds - | _ William Scot, Cler.
